You  ar  ehereby  notified  to  meet  at  Town  Hall  in  said 
Gilford  on  Tuesday,  the  8th  day  of  March,  next,  at  nine  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same,  including  charges  for 
Town  Officers'  Salaries,  Town  Officers'  Expenses, 
Election  and  Registration,  Town  Hall  and  other  Town 
Buildings,  Vital  Statistics,  Town  Dump,  Street  Light- 
ing, Water  Works,  Damages  and  Legal  Expenses  in- 
cluding Dog  Damage,  Social  Security  (O.A.S.L),  and 
Interest. 

3.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  purposes  of  the  Police 
Department. 

4.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  the  Fire  De- 
partment. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $400.00  for  the  control  of  the  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust,  in  cooperation  with  the  State  Forestry 
and  Recreation  Department. 

6.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  to  raise  and 
appropriate  money  for  the  purpose  of  the  Laconia 
Hospital. 

7 .  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  and  make  appropriations 
of  the  same  as  may  be  necessary  for  maintenance  and 
repairs  of  Highways  and  Bridges,  including  expendi- 
tures for  Asphalt  and  Calcium  Chloride,  and  the  sum 
of  $3,000.00  for  the  special  purposes  of  completing 
the  gravelling  to  the  Liberty  Hill  Road  from  the  end 
of  the  1954  T.R.A.  project,  and  the  continuing  of  the 
Dockham  Shore  Road  project  initiated  in  1954  to  the 
so-called  Mitchell  Road. 
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8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  and  repair 
of  Glendale  wharves  and  parking  lot. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $584.67  for  Town  Road  Aid  for  main- 
tenance, construction  or  reconstruction  of  Class  V 
Highways,  the  State  to  contribute  $3,897.81. 

10.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  the  Public 
Library. 

11.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  aid  of  the  Town  Poor 
and  for  Old  Age  Assistance. 

12.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  decoration  of  graves  of 
soldiers  and  sailors. 

13.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  aid  the  Thompson-Ames  His- 
torical Society  in  the  repair  of  its  building. 

14.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  for  the  maintenance  of  Gilford 
Beach. 

15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  hire  money  on  the  credit  of  the  Town,  not  to 
exceed  $25,000.00,  in  anticipation  of  Taxes. 

16.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $1,000.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  Frink 
blade  plow  rented  for  $300.00  and  satisfactorily  used 
this  winter,  the  rental  to  apply  on  the  purchase  price. 

17.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Select- 
men to  purchase  a  "Hough  Payloader",  or  equivalent, 
the  cost  to  be  met  one  half  from  surplus  and  one  half 
by  current  appropriation. 

18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  abandon  a  strip  of 
highway  on  the  east  side  of  the  state  road  about  one 
half  mile  northward  from  the  intersection  leading  to 
the  Village,  said  strip  leading  from,  and  curving  to  the 
left,  back  to  the  easterly  boundary  of  the  recently 
constructed  state  roadway. 

19.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
money  for  the  purchase  from  Harold  Smith  of  a 
triangle  of  land  immediately  west  of  Town  Hall. 
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20.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $485.00  Which  is  1/100  of  1  %  of  the  as- 
sessed valuation  of  the  Town,  to  the  Lakes  Region 
Association  for  the  purpose  of  publicizing  and  pro- 
moting the  natural  advantages  and  resources  of  the 
Town,  in  cooperation  with  other  towns  in  the  Lakes 
Region. 

21.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  accept  a  deed  from 
Frank  R.  Varney,  to  property  known  as  Skyline  Drive 
for  purpose  of  Town  road  extension. 

22.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to 
raise  and  appropriate  to  grade,  widen  and  black-top 
Liscomb  Road.  By  Petition. 

23.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  to  widen  where  necessary,  and  to 
black-top  from  Stark  Street  southerly  on  Morrill 
Street  for  at  least  eight-tenths  of  a  mile.  By  Petition. 

24.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
sell  a  14  grave  lot  in  Union  Cemetery,  Laconia,  pur- 
chased in  1863  and  never  used. 

25.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance 
to  establish  as  the  Varney  Point  District  the  area  in 
the  Lots  numbered  One  (1)  to  One  Hundred  forty- 
six  (146  J  inclusive  together  with  two  unnumbered 
parcels  completely  surrounded  by  said  numbered  Lots, 
as  shown  by  the  sub-division  of  survey  of  Varney 
Point  made  by  L.  K.  Perley  in  1923 ;  this  District  to 
be  limited  to  residential  and  non-commercial  usage, 
except  that  presently  existing  cottages  may  be  rented 
by  their  owners :  the  remaining  area  of  the  Town  of 
Gilford,  constituting  the  second  District,  to  be  without 
any  limitation  of  land  usage.  The  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  within  thirty  days  of  the  adoption  of  this 
ordinance  a  Board  of  Adjustment,  as  provided  by  the 
Laws  of  New  Hampshire.  By  Petition. 

26.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

The  exterior  of  the  Library  building,  entrance  porch 
and  steps  were  painted.  New  fluorescent  lights  have  been 
installed  in  the  main  Reading  Room  and  in  the  entrance  hall 
over  the  desk  and  book  rack  where  the  new  books  are  kept. 
In  addition  to  these  improvements  already  accomplished, 
preliminary  steps  have  been  undertaken  to  install  railings 
on  either  side  of  the  entrance  as  a  safety  measure.  Also  ad- 
ditional new  bookshelves  will  be  added  to  take  care  of  the 
growing  collection  of  childrens'  books. 

We  wish  to  thank  Mr.  Henry  Spear  for  his  very  gen- 
erous gift  of  the  steel  flag  pole.  Our  most  sincere  thanks  to 
Mrs.  A.  P.  Aldrich  of  Gunstock  Hill  who  provided  the 
plants  for  the  flower  beds  on  the  lawn  which  add  so  much  to 
the  appearance  of  the  Library  during  the  summer  months. 

During  the  spring,  the  Librarian,  Mrs.  Whitney,  co- 
operated with  the  Gilford  Girl  Scout  Troop  by  helping 
twelve  girls  earn  their  merit  badges  in  "My  Community." 
During  regular  library  hours  each  girl  was  given  personal 
supervision  in  learning  the  various  /procedures  of  book  cir- 
culation and  the  mending  of  books. 

National  Book  Week  was  observed  in  November  with 
a  display  of  Children's  books  at  the  Library.  As  a  reminder 
to  patronize  the  Library  and  to  encourage  good  reading 
habits,  book  marks  were  distributed  through  the  school  and 
at  the  Library.

In  too  many 
instances  this  carelessness  results  in  the  destruction,  not  of 
the  careless  one's  own  property,  but  of  someone  not  even 
known  to  him. 

Thoughtlessly  thrown  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles  by  hikers,  hunters  and  fish- 
ermen ;  the  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous 
periods,  high  winds  or  in  dangerous  locations ;  improperly 
extinguished  camp  or  cook  fires  —  all  add  up  to  the  CARE- 
LESSNESS that  means  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption 
of  industry  and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of 
town  and  state  funds. 

It  points  to  the  need  of  eliminating  CARLESSNESS 
so  far  as  it  concerns  fire  from  our  daily  life.  The  rules  are 
simple  —  your  cooperation  is  earnestly  solicited. 

1.  Be  careful  with  fire  in  or  near  woodlands. 

2.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material — cigars,  cigarettes 
and  matches- — is  completely  out  before  discharding 
it.    Use  ash  trays  in  autos. 

3.  Secure  the  required  written  permission  to  burn  from 
your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground  is 
not  completely  covered  with  snow. 

4.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burn- 
ing requirements. 

5.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it.

Following  is  a  report  of  the  health  work  which  has  been 
done  in  your  community  by  the  Division  of  Maternity,  In- 
fancy and  Child  Hygiene  of  the  New  Hampshire  State 
Board  of  Health,  cooperating  with  the  local  agencies  as  rep- 
resented through  the  Child  Health  Conference  and  Red  Cross 
Committee. 

Three  clinics  were  held  —  48  children  receiving  toxoid 
immunizing  against  Diphtheria,  Tetanus  and  Whooping 
Cough.     Four  children  were  vaccinated. 

Three  Salk  Poliomyelitis  Trial  Vaccine  Clinics  were 
held.  Children  in  the  1st,  2nd  and  3rd  grades  were  included 
in  the  study  group,  but  only  the  2nd  graders  received  the  Vac- 
cine. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  Strafford  and  Belknap  Counties 
were  selected  for  the  trial  in  the  spring  of  1954  by  the  State 
or  Territorial  Health  Officer  and  the  National  Foundation 
of  Infantile  Paralysis.

Parents  and  Voters : 

Gilford  Proposed  Budget  for  1955-56 

The  Gilford  proposed  budget  for  next  year  calls  for  an 
increase  in  very  few  items,  the  largest  of  which  is  the  tuition 
costs  at  Laconia.     The  items  follow : 

Teachers'    Salaries    $1,520.00 

Janitor    1500.00 

Milk  Program    500.00 

Retirement    400.00 

Tuition  at  Laconia  4,000.00 

Tuition  costs  will  continue  to  rise  in  all  cities  and  towns, 
surging  forward  as  in  industry  and  business.  The  great 
need  for  building  development  in  schools  will  continue,  to 
meet  proper  classroom  space  for  the  increased  pupil  popula- 
tion. Gilford  must  face  its  financial  problems  without  any 
assistance  from  state  aid  because  of  the  high  assessed  valua- 
tion. There  is  no  real  evidence  of  any  national  or  state  aid 
for  school  building  construction  at  this  time. 

The  School  Board  has  attempeted  to  keep  the  budget 
at  a  respectable  figure  without  jeopardizing  the  education  of 
the  Gilford  children.

School  building  action  has  bee  npostponed  by  use  of 
the  health  room  for  a  classroom.  One  class  can  be  placed 
in  the  corridor  if  more  homes  are  erected  in  Gilford.     It  is 
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evident  that  nine  teachers  will  be  the  largest  number  re- 
quired for  Grades  1-6  inclusive  during  the  next  six  years,— 
provided  home  construction  does  not  progress. 

It  is  very  probable  that  the  excellent  advantages  of  the 
town  of  Gilford  in  recreation,  building  space,  scenery,  school 
facilities,  and  a  tradtional  early  American  community,  will 
bring  more  and  more  people  to  locate  in  Gilford.  The  de- 
sire to  live  in  a  town  and  enjoy  the  advantages  of  a  city 
will  certainly  create  a  building  problem  in  the  next  few  years.

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Report  of  the  Gilford  Town  Planning  Board 
for  the  Year  1954 

To  the  Selectmen  of  the  Town  of  Gilford : 

The  Gilford  Town  Planning  Board  has  met  frequently 
throughout  the  past  year  in  order  to  consider  what  meas- 
ures of  planning  for  the  town's  future  might  best  meet  with 
the  wishes  of  the  citizens  of  Gilford  —  and  provide  wisely 
for  its  future  expansion. 

Since  Gilford  is  located  in  the  heart  of  one  of  the 
most  attractive  regions  of  New  England,  and  since,  further, 
it  is  outstanding  for  the  ability  and  intelligence  of  its  cit- 
izens —  its  good  government  under  the  most  traditional  of 
American  political  procedures  —  and  its  proximity  to  a 
growing  city  —  it  is  logical  to  assume  that  it  will  continue 
to  grow  —  and  that  quite  rapidly,  in  the  coming  years.  It 
is  the  expressed  purpose  and  wish  of  the  Planning  Board 
to  carry  out  the  desires  of  the  people  of  Gilford  in  planning 
for  their  town  for  that  continued  growth  without  losing  the 
qualities  that  make  Gilford  what  it  is.

To  that  purpose  also  the  Gilford  Planning  Board  met 
with  the  B.T.A.,  Grange  and  School  Board  to  ascertain  their 
feelings  as  to  desirabilities  and  necessities  of  Gilford's  fu- 
ture. 
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It  also  received  and  heard  petitions  from  the  Varney 
Point  and  Dockham  Shore  Associations  as  to  limitations 
of  land  use  in  their  areas.  The  Planning  Board  recom- 
mends that  Varney  Point  be  allowed  to  limit  use  of  their 
land  in  accordance  with  their  expressed  wishes — and  there- 
for has  submitted  their  petitions  to  the  consideration  of  the 
voters.  It  wishes  to  point  out  in  this  connection  that  it  is 
then  legally  necessary  to  say  that  land  use  in  the  remainder 
of  the  town  is  unrestricted.  However,  if  at  any  time  Town 
meeting  wishes  to  change  this  designation,  it  may  legally 
do  so. 

The  Planning  Board  furthermore  feels  that  it  will  be 
well  to  work  with  the  Selectmen  on  a  long-range  plan  for 
the  improvement  of  town  roads,  as  recommeded  in  the 
answers  to  the  questionnaire.  The  Planning  Board  will 
endeavor,  through  the  year  to  come,  to  learn  and  help  to 
plan  to  carry  out  what  the  people  of  Gilford  wish  for  the 
future  of  their  town,  and  it  invites  the  help  and  suggestions 
of  every  one  of  you  to  aid  it  in  making  and  keeping  Gilford 
the  way  its  people  want  it.
